The license for coal 
dealers was lowered from $75 to $50. 
The fee for a cold storage plant was 
reduced from $50 to $25. 
Hotels of 50 or more rooms will be 
taxed $50, 20 to 40 rooms, $25; less 
than 20 rooms, $10. Insurance agents 
will pay $20 instead 
of 
$50. 
Junk 
dealers will pay $25. 
Loan Compan­ 
ies and agents for Loan Companies, 
$20. 
The tax upon doctors, lawyers 
dentists and the like 
was 
removed. 
Real estate agents will pay $20 
and 
cotton gins will pay $25 instead 
of 
$10. 
Shooting galleries will pay $2 
a day, m will skating rinks. The re­ 
maining fees are the same as origin­ 
ally listed in the measure. 
The bill was passed so as to become 
effective 
immediately, 
the 
license 
year extending from July 1 to July 
1. 
The fees are due and payable im­ 
mediately to the city collector.

“The United States of America”, to 
use the name already adopted by the 
Continental congress, begins business 
this morning.

NEW MADRID COUNTY 
FARM BUREAU NEWS 


With the continuation of dry hot 
weather, it has become more neces­ 
sary th a t plowing be done regularly 
and shallow, says County 
Extension 
Agent, Scott M Ju lian . 
The farm er who does 
not 
stop 
his cultivating will keep his crops in ' 
better shape until rain 
does 
come. 
There are some who believe th a t fre ­ 
quent shallow cultivations during dry 
weather are useless work, hut th a t is 
j» wrong belief since it has been prov­ 
ed conclusively any number of times 
that such work conserves the mois­ 
ture in the soil. 
Soil w ater climbs up soil particles 
in the same manner as oil climbs the 
wick of a lamp. 
This action is known 
as capillarity. 
Upon coming to the 
surface where the air comes in con 
tact with it, this moisture evaporates 
and is absorbed into the air doing no 
good whatsoever to the plants. 
This 
loss is going on at all times in fields 
th a t have become packed or settled. 
Frequent 
and 
shallow 
cultivation 
stops this capillary action by loosen­ 
ing the soil particles on the surface 
and h a v in g m iniature air spaces be­ 
tween them which prevents the 
w a ­ 
ter from fu rth e r climbing just 
the 
same as cutting a wick in half 
and 
keeping the two ends 
ap art would 
prevent the oil from going farther. 
Hoping for rain will not save this
